(New) The invention of Claim 22 wherein the inhibit agent is operative, once 


M activated, to alter a physical dimension of the disc 



REMARKS 

The specification has been amended to correct typographical errors and to delete 
handwritten alterations. 

Claims 1-7 and 15 remain in the application and new claims 22-26 have been 

added. 

The amendment to claim 1 in the parent application has not been repeated, 
because the previously cited Hiroshige patent clearly does not teach a reading inhibit 
agent, included in the disc, and activated by removal of a barrier layer. 

The amendment to claim 1 5 in the parent application has been repeated to clarify 
the difference between the present invention and the reference Kawamoto, cited in the 
parent application.
